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HOUSE APPROVES 
10 BILLION FOR 
(J, S, DEFENSE 


Largest Peacetime Budget 
In History Okayed, 348-2; 
Bill Goes to Senate 


WASHINGTON, 
June 
: 


(AP)—The biggest peacetime 
budget for the Army and Air 
Force in American history sped 
through the House today and 
went to the Senate. 


Another record peacetime defense 


money bill—for the Navy—is set for 
debate tomorrow. 


Together the two total $10,196,- 


672,250 for spending during the 
fiscal year beginning July 1. 


The H o u s e appropriations 


committee today approved both, 
and the House promptly fol- 
lowed through on one of the 
bills. It voted 348 to 2 for 
£6,509,939,000 for the Army and 
Air Forces. 


The Navy bill calls for another 


$3,686,733,250. Congressmen predict 
it. too, will roll through the House 
with ease. 
* * * 


THE ONLY TWO opposing votes 


today were cast by Representatives 
Marcantonio and Isacson, both of 
the American Labor party, New 
York. 


In another move dealing with de- 


fense, the House today approved a 
compromise bill to accept women as 
regulars in the armed forces. The 
hotly - debated measure, finally 
passed 206 to 133, continues the 
Women's Army corps (WAC) for 
one year to provide for a transition 
from the temporary wartime basis 
to a permanent peacetime program. 


The WAC bill already has 


passed the Senate and now goes 
to the White House. It will al- 
low the services to have 18300 
enlisted women and about 1500 
officers in the next two years 
and up to two percent of their 
authorized strength after that. 
Those who favored the bill said 
It will cut down the toti} num- 
ber of men that may have to be 
drafted. 


The military budget now being 


Acted on is in addition to about 
$3.000,000,000. which Congress al- 
ready has voted the services to buy 
aircraft.

ALL TOLD, outright defense costs 


will soar to around $14,000,000,000 in 
the coming fiscal year as the U. S. 
military establishment is built up 
to back American foreign policy in 
the "cold war" against Communism.

The $10,196,672,250 funds for the 


Army, Navy and Air Force are $506,-

1941 military budget. 


The committee out 8.1 percent, or 


$241,005,450 from the original bud- 
get asked for the Navy, and 8 per- 
cent, or $647,903*000 from the amount 
President Truman asked earlier this 
year for the Army and Air Forces.

last night after the acceptance by 
Israel and the Arab countries of the 
United Nations' truce proposal. A 
cease-fire deadline is still to be fixed. 


Fighting was reported in half a 


dozen sectors of the Holy Land. 
Jewish troops were reported to have 
struck 18 miles into Trans-Jordan 
before Arab ground units and planes 
beat them back, killing 40. 


At Lake Success, N. T.. the 


U. N. Security council instruct- 
ed its Palestine mediator. Count 
Folke Bernadotte. to set the day 
and hour of a Jewish-Arab cease 
fire. 


Faris El Khoury. Syrian dele- 


gate serving as council president, 
ruled that the Jewish and Arab 
acceptances of the armistice plan 
were, unconditional.

Although 
they had drained the tank, several 
inches of fuel oil remained in the 
bottom beneath the spigot level. 


The heat of the 
welding1 


operation apparently caused the 
oil to explode, forcing 
the 


seams on one end of the tank. 


Stepanavage was alone in the 


cellar of the house when the explo- 
sion occurred. Kerling. who had 
stepped outside to the truck hold- 
ing the tanks of acetylene gas, said 
he heard the blast just as he 
reached the vehicle. 


He dashed back to the cellar 


through clouds of dense black 
smoke and flames in a futile ef- 
fort to drag Stepanavage's body 
outside. 'Groping his way through 
the smoke, he finally found, the 
body and when attempts to roll Jfc 
across the floor failed, he smothered

WASHINGTON. June 2 (/P) — 


The Senate drove today toward 
final action on a bill authorizing 
the admission of 200.000 European 
displaced persons into the United 
States in the next two years. 


The goal was to vote on some 20 


amendments, then the bill itself. 
opening the way for consideration 
of the draft bill tomorrow. 


After sharp debate, the Senators 


rejected, 49 to 29, an amendment 
to broaden the definition of dis- 
placed persons. The original difini- 
tion stands: A displaced person is 
one who fled into Germany, Austria 
or Italy on or before Dec. 22, 1945.

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New Threat of Flood Arises in Northwest 
As Snows Begin Melting on Mountains 


PORTLAND, Ore., June 2 


(AP) — A new flood threat 
rose tonight as the exhausted 
Pacific Northwest began gain- 
ing in a fight to keep the 
Columbia nver from widening ita 
path of destruction. 


Thousands of sleepless men were 


holding the dikes that stand as 
barricades between the flood waters 
and still untouched towns, indus- 
tries, and rich farmland of the 
lower valley. 


But even as the Columbia 


river's crest spilled toward the 
ocean, warm weather started 
snow runoff flowing again into 
the river headwaters. The Co- 
lumbia is not expected to top 
the crest reached here yester- 
day, 
but the rise foretold still 


more days of pounding at al- 
ready weakened barricades. 


The r a m p a g i n g Columbia's 


trest rolled past the empty town 
>f Clatskanie without topping the 
likes. The crest moved toward the 
Washington t o w n of Longviev, 
vhere teen-agers from closed schools 
joined their fathers on the sand- 
bagging crews * * • 


NORTH OP HERE, where the 


crest had a l r e a d y passed, the 
Multnomah and Sandy dikes were 
so weak that the Reynolds Metal 
company closed its plant. Its men 
joined 2000 troops and volunteers 
reinforcing the protecting dike. 


Far upriver, at Pasco, the 


Port Dock washed away. 
The 


village of Attalia was isolated. 
Five areas, their dikes loosened 
by the long pounding of the 
flood, were listed as "critical'* 
by the Army engineers. 


The Columbia's most disastrous 


flood since 1894 still left water up 
to ten feet deep in upriver towns. 
Kfty thousand people are homeless. 
Thousands of acres of crops are 
destroyed. Twenty-three are known 
dead in the Columbia and other 
flood areas. The city of Vanpert 
is a shambles. 


The river forecaster said the 


Columbia, now 29 5 feet here, would 
fall to 28.4 by Saturday, then slowly 
rise again through Tuesday.

from vacations spread over the 
Summer months. 


"A shutdown provides an op- 


portunity to get major maintenance 
and repair work done without in- 
terfering with production flow. 


"Personal problems are minimized. 


There is no confusion and bother 
over the job substitutions and re- 
assignments that have to be made 
when vacations are staggered."

THE PLAN ALSO came in for 


criticism, however. According to 
the publication, "Workers who have 
been taking vacations at a fixed 
time, each year dislike the plant 
shutdown if it doesn't coincide. It 
means breaking up long-established 
vacation and touring groups.
